I live in an area where I have to keep my antennas to a minimum. One of 
the areas of antenna that has always interested me was the ‘capture 
area’ of an antenna. In other words, the surface area of an antenna. Has 
anyone read any information that discusses the surface area or ‘capture 
area' of an antenna and the effects of the design of the antenna on this 
‘'area'? 


For example, say a 130 foot dipole has the same surface area as a 1 foot 
square piece of thin metal. Aside from the impedance needs, how does the 
configuration of this surface area affect the antenna performance? I'm 
looking for some physics papers or studies on this but come up dry. 


Assuming that the losses are nil, why do we have to use a dipole verses 
another arrangement whereby the radiating surface is more compact, 
offers the same radiation resistance, and can be matched well. 


I hope this is a QRP topic, as many like myself are in situations where 
both power and the presence of a ‘large’ outdoor antenna may cause 
concern for others or break the rules.

Okay, so I messed up. I built an NE-4040 from scratch using a severly 
under-etched Far Circuits PC board. I cleaned the board up well and am 
confident there are no solder or copper bridges nor broken traces. 


Here's the problem. The receiver works flawlessly (lots of audio, by the 
way) but the transmitter is giving me fits. When I align the bandpass 
filter following the transmit mixer, U5, I get a nice sharp peak right at 
7.040 mhz. However when I increase the drive with R2, I get an amazing 
combination of different frequencies at the output of the low pass filter. 
They vary each time I check the output with my frequency counter but seem to 
fall somewhere between 7.3 and 7.5 mHz most of the time. I pulled all the 
components associated with the bandpass filter and checked them with my 
Autek RF-1. Everything is where it should be. I used the proper parts 
including toroid cores and capacitor types. The only substitutions were a 
2N4401 for Q2, the VFO, and a 2N3053 for Q6, the PA. 


Can anyone suggest a fix?

Hi, 

After reading Chuck's msg on matching xtals I ordered 20 xtals from Digikey 
for my Norcal 40A (already built and working fine) just for fun. Wanted to 
see how tight I could match them - and then I had a reason to build an xtal 
matching circuit. I first built the "Improved Crystal Tester" (73 Jan 1992) 
and checked the xtals. Had trouble getting a stable reading on some of them 
so I built the "Simple Crystal Activity Tester (73 Aug 96) and tested them 
again. The SCAT gave very stable readings so checking was fast. My Startek 
counter needed to pick the signal off C3 not C6/R4 as shown on the schematic 
so I added a switch for "dual output" in case I ever get another counter. I 
have not pulled the xtals out of the rig to check them but will some rainy 
day this winter. Here are the results (the freq measured by the tester 
differs from the marked 4.9152 since it is not in a resonant circuit): 


5 - 4.91374 !! I'll use these in the rig. 
4 - 4.91379 to 4.91381 


The other 11 varied from 4.91362 to 4.91391 with no groups bigger than two 
within 40 hz. What fun.

Hi John and gang. I wanted to comment on the "whacking of poles" with 
hammers. I did this recently in an effort (and it worked) to locate a noisy 
pole. I used an AM broadcast rx tuned to a clear frequency where I could 

only hear the noise, and "Whacked away" :-) 


I posted my efforts on the Top Band reflector (the noise was killing me on 
1.8mhz!), where a few people immediately said "Don't do that!". I thought 
"maybe they're right", and didn't do it anymore. 


My powerline noise problems have led me to communicate with the FCC, The NC 
Public Utilities Commission, the Rural Electrification Authority, ARRL 
regulatory, two different RFI teams with other utility companies, and 


engineers with several co-op's. Interestingly enough, both RFI teams, and 
several engineers with local utility companies and co-op's told me that the 
"big hammer/am receiver" method was used very often and considered to be a 
correct method and was commonly used for locating noisy hardware. When I 
mentioned to these various professionals about one I-net commenter's fears 
of the mechanical shock of the hammer causing the wires to break, they were 
unanimous in their responses: "It'll take a lot more than a 5 pound hammer 
to bring wires down". I spent part of the day again yesterday with the 
utility lineman in my area (their second trip this week to fix this noisy 
area), i noted that his investigative tool of choice was...yep! A 10 pound 
sledge hammer and his 

truck-mounted AM rx!

Hi Duane,your antenna should work fine. Is that all the radials you can 
put out? Think about putting the ant. on your roof and using 1/4 radials. 
This would be the most efficient way. Also, most of us dont want to mess 
with a tuner for a single band ant. and your transistor rig will like to 
see 50 ohms impedance. The impedance of the antenna you described will be 
fairly low. One way of bringing the impedance up is to shunt the ant. to 
ground with an inductor or capacitor. I prefer the inductor method. 
Because the inductor has a loading effect you need to shorten your vert. 
by about 2-3%. 234/freq.x.97.. You need about 1uh of inductance for the 
matching. About 11turns of #14 3/4" in dia. and 1.5" long. Some 
adjustment will probably be needed in vert. length and matching coil but 
this should get you in the ballpark. Good luck with it and 72 Tom

FAR Circuits and mine sits on the desk next to the rig with a 

9V battery. I used Doug Hendrick's post on using Augat (sp?) socket 
pins where the crystal would go to easily slip in/out different crystals. 


I have crystals for 3.579, 7.040, 10.106 and 10.116MHz that I use to 
mark the main QRP freqs on the various dials of the rigs with a simple 
map dot stick 'em thingy. The technical marketing name is "Mark-It (tm) 
DOTS" manufactured by Innovative Ideas, Inc. 


The crystal tester board has two LEDs, one for power on indicator and 

another to indicate crystal activity. I disabled both. This greatly reduces 
power drain on the battery. I placed a wirewrap test pin where the 

Signal out line is to clip on various wire lengths to generate 

several different signal levels on the receiver(s). 


It makes a great tool as a signal generator for peaking receivers after 
you get them built. Or sometimes just to see if they are working.

Blair, this is not quite on point. 


I have an Outbacker (early model) and single band Hamstick-type antennas 
by ProAm (abt $20 each vs. $250 or so for the Outbacker). 


Operating mobile, the single-band antennas seem to give my much better 
results (20 and 40 sideband, 100 watts) than the Outbacker. 


For the price of an outbacker you can get one of the Screwdriver antennas 
which have much higher Q coils and should perform much better, especially 
on 80/40. Or you could get a Bugcatcher-type for less. I think Lakeview 
(in NC?) sells those.

Listen for loose hardware rattling around, and get ready to RUN. You can 
tell the difference in the sound of the hardware on the pole.

Put the rx on fast agc or you may 
miss it. We did this a few months ago and all we got was one big spike, but 
it pegged the meter on the TS-430 in my truck for about a half second.

I know some 
mentioned the high voltage terminal. Is this the one to the fly-back? 
For those of you who might feel I am wasting bandwidth I apologize but 
this sounds important and I want to get it right.

I work on these every day, so froget others might not know... 


Clip an alligator jumper lead to the bare braided wire around base of 

tube, clip other end to insulated flat blade screw driver. Slide 

screwdriver under big red plastic cap near top center tube. Thick red wire goes 
from cap to the HV transformer, big black thing on back edge of 

board. DON'T CUT THAT WIRE TILL YOU DISCHARGE THE TUBE! 


If tube has charge on it, you will hear a snap. Wait a few seconds and do 
it again, maybe even a third time. 


I find that the charge will have leaked off of a lot of old sets that 
have sat around awhile, if the HV transformer is bad. However, DON'T 
RISK IT!. It only takes a few seconds to make sure! And belive-me-you, a 
hit from a pic tube will be remembered for a while! I still remember the 
one I got as a kid, before knew any better. 


If you want, brake the neck off the tube with a hammer , (after the 
discharge procedure) and you don't have to worry about the tube 
imploding. AS always, wear eye protection and gloves just in case..... A 
firm tap will do it, don't have to slam it too hard. It's best to leave 
the tube in the cabinet, just remove the guts, put the back cover back 


on and dispose on the side of a dirt road, late at night (Just kidding, 
you better not do that, dispose in a hole dug in your backyard :-) 


Be wise, be safe....

I just received my Whiterook paddle, and can enthusiastically say that 
it is well worth the price. It is small, lightweight, and make = 
ingenious use of basic materials.... and, dang, it looks so cute. Mine 
however, underwent a couple of quick mods before being placed in = 
service. The center contact is aluminum, which is not suitable as an = 
electrical contact, so I replaced mine with brass, ground down the head 
of the screws that serve as dot and dash contacts, and .... = 
carefully!.... so as not to get solder on the contact surface..... = 
soldered a small piece of silver plated switch contact material on the 
center contact and on both the dot and dash contacts. BTW, I have = 
bunches of switch parts for making up rotary switches.... no, I won't = 
rebuild rotary switches with it, but I will give anybody who wants some 
contact material enough to redo the paddles, in return for an SASE.
